DEBATE OPENS IN THE COMMONS.

LONDON, Jan. 17, 3 a. m.—The opening 
of Parliament yesterday was a brilliant 
spectacle, with splendid effects of color and 
stateliness. The central space in the House 
of Peers was filled with scarlet robed peers, 
and five benches and two long galleries were 
thronged with peeresses, either in white 
silk or pink, mauve, purple, green, or black 
court dress, resplendent with jewels. The 
commoners were either behind the bar or 
seated comfortably in the stranger's gallery. 
The diplomatic corps was represented fully, 
and the only vacant seats were the benches 
of the Lords below the gangway. 

The tableau of last February was repro- 
duced, with a larger group of court digni- 
tarles and officials, with six Princes and 
«Princesses on either side of the throne. 
There was a more brilliant revel of color 
and the same reverence for the traditions of 
the storied past. The Queen, in black, 
seemed handsomer, younger, and more gra- 
clous than ever, and her diamonds sparkled 
in. the dimly lighted hall. The King, with 
the uniform of a Field Marshal under his 
gorgeous robes of crimson and ermine, was 


the ina! for the rising of all spectators. 


King's Speech Well Written. 


the King, without 3 his plumed hat 
or rising from his seat, read his speech; but

speech, which was unusually well written 
and effective, especially the passages re- 
lating to the loyalty of Canada and other 
colonies, the progress of the campaign in 
south Africa, the sugar conference, and the 
canal treaty. The legislative program was 
unpretentious, but large enough for corona- 
tion year. It was a stronger and less color- 
less speech than is ordinarily drafted for the 
opening of Parliament. 

Comment upon it in the House of Commons 
during the evening was favorable, stress 
being laid upon the imperial character and 
also upon the phrasing in reference to the 
sugar conference. It was reported that 
Joseph Chamberlain,.who has been singled 
out for special honors at Guildhall in view 
of the gross affronts he has received in the 
German Reichstag, had remarked that the 
government for once meant businese in deal- 
ing with the sugar bounties. 


Crowds Witness the Pageant. 

The pageant outside was witnessed by an 
immense throng all the way from the palace 
to the Houses of Parliament. The scene 
from the Abbey stand, opposite Victoria 
Tower, was brilliant notwithstanding the 
murky gray sky. One carrlage followed 
another, with gorgeous liveries and flashing 
glimpses of peeresses, richly dressed peers 
in Scarlet robes, court officials in gold lace. 
Now and again a royal carriage trundled 
by, and hats were raised when the Prince 
and Princess of Wales drove by in a mag- 
nificent carriage, escorted by the Life 


| Guards. There was unbroken silence when 


‘the Lord Mayor appeared in traditional 
state, and modest Little Bobs,” driving by 
in homely hansom with helmet in hand, 
was recognized but not cheered. 


| Cheers for King and Queen. 

It was not until the cavalcade with the 
royal carriages, splendidly horsed, had

cheer. There was no lack of heartiness in 
the welcome, and while the Queen was bow- 
ing graciously and the King was sitting 
more rigidly than his usual habit the sol- 
diers were saluting silently, bells were chim- 
ing. bands were playing, and guns were 
booming from St. James.

PART PAYMENT TO INDIANS 
ON LAKE FRONT CLAIMS. 


Pottawattomies at Dowagiac Said ‘o 
Have Received $100 Each as Earnest 
Money for Chicago Titles. 


Dowagiac, Mich., Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
Several hundred Pottawattomie Indians are 
in Dowagiac for the purpose, it is said, of re- 
ceiving $100 each for their claims to land on 
the lake front in Chicago. Robert Bines of 
Chicago, who arrived here today, is sald to 
have brought $38,000 with which to pay the 
Indians. He had a conference this after- 
noon with the leaders in the tribe in the of- 
fice of Justice A. M. Moon, after which he 
left for Cassopolis, where he is said to have 
applied to the Probate Court for permission 
to pay the’share of the minors among the 
Indians to their parents or guardians. 

Mr. Bines refuses to say whom he repre- 
sents, and denies that he has come to make 
any payments to the Indians. Justice Moon 
said no money was.paid at the conference 
held in his office. this afternoon, but that it 
was his understanding the conferences to- 
morrow and thereafter would lead to the 
payment of a certain sum to each woman 
and child of the Pottawattomie tribe, proba- 
bly $100 to each. 

Justice Moon denied knowing whom Bines 
represented, but said he understood George 
Brady of Chicago had advanced some of the 
money which is to be paid to the Indians. 

The Indians came from Berrien, Cass, and 
Van Buren Counties, and began to arrive 
in Dowagiac at sunrise this morning. It is 
said they will not relinquish all their al- 
leged claims to the Chicago land by the ac- 
ceptance of the payment to be made them by 
Bines, but will receive $300,000 if their 
claims are ever proven and the land turned 
over.

WESTERN MEN IN REVOLT 


Nenators Endeayor to Convince 
Chief Executive That He 
Doesn’t Understand 
the Situation. 

MAY BE CHANGE-IN FRONT 


Washington, D. Jan. 16.—[Spectal.]— 
Republican leaders in both’ the Senate and 
the House of Repregentatives are gravely 
concerned over the situation in Congress with 
regard to the Cuban question. There is so 
serious a split in the Republican ranks over 
the proposition to grant tariff concessions to 


Cuba that some of the best-posted Senators 
and Representatives, now declare that no 
legislation granting the relief recommended 
by the President will be enacted at this ses- 
sion of Congress. 

In the opinion of some it is not likely the 
bill will even be reported from the Ways 
and Means committee, although hearings are 
now being held daily, for the Senators and 
Representatives from the beet sugar States 
have formed a combination which they de- 
clare cannot be beaten. They say they will 
keep the proposed méasure in the Committee 
on Ways and Means, or, failing in that, will 
prevent favorable action in the House, or, as 
a last resort, will secure enough votes in the 
Senate, Republican and Democratic, to kill 
any bill that comes over from the House, and 
any Cuban amendment that may be proposed 
to the Philippine tarfff bill. 


Political Side to Question. 

Many of the Senators and Representa- 
tives believe there is a political as well as a 
moral and sentimental side to the question, 
and they think that the President and the 
Secretary of War, as well as the public, 
have no actual knowledge of the necessities 
of the Cuban people and that they have 
acted altogether on hearsay evidence pre- 
sented. by — PR officials in Cuba. 

They assert that it is the case of Porto 
Rico all over again, and that it is possible 
to demonstrate to the President that he 
aeted without-correct information as to the 
facts in recommending tariff concessions to 
Cuba and that he can be led to change his 
mind, just as the McKinley administration 
changed ‘its mind after recommending to 
Congress that it was the plain duty of f 
the United States government to grant free 
to 


paign d@sighead to bring about an under- 
‘standing on the Cuban question without 
foreing a ‘Republican party fight in Con- 
gress, several influential Republican Sena- 
tors have undertaken to talk with President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Root and argue the 
Cuban question with them in detail in the 
hope of convincing them that they have been 
misled as to Cuba’s necessities. 


Americans, Not Cubans, Seek Aid. 

These Senators, of course, represent beet 
sugar States, but they express confidence in 
their ability to demonstrate that it is Ameri- 
can capitalists in Cuba who are seeking re- 
lief and not the Cubans themselves, who, the 
Senators say, can produce sugar at such a 
less cost than Americans they can compete 
with the latter as the tariff law stands now. 

The Democrats in Congress appreciate the 
situation in which the Republicans find 
themselves, and they hope to take ad- 
vantage of it by acting together in behalf 
of tariff concessions for Cuba and forcing 
the question upon their Republican op- 
ponents, thus 9 the division of senti- 
ment. 

‘This the Democrats may not be able to do, 
however, as the Senators and Representa- 
tives from Colorado, Idaho, and other Demo- 
cratic States are the most determined and 
persistent in behalf of their local beet sugar 


interests. 
Beet Sugar in Danger. 

The Senators from two of the most pro- 
nounced Republic States in the Middle 
West said today that they would have no 
hesitation in tell the President that if 
the policy of breaking down the beet sugar 
industry of the United States is persisted in 
at least half of the Republican Congressmen 
from their States will be defeated at the 
next election, and that without doubt the 
Fifty-eighth Congress will be Democratic. 

Under the direction of certain Republican 
Senators statistics are now being prepared 
showing ‘the relative cost of producing | 
sugar in Cuba and the United States as the | 
basis for the argument to be presented to 
the President and Secretary Root that Cuba 
does not really need the relief proposed. 


Debate on Phili ppine Question. 

It is probable that the political debate on 
the Philippine question which has been 
threatened by the Democratic party ever 
since Congress met will be opened on Tues- 
day next. On Monday Senator Lodge will 
report back from the Philippine committee, 
of which he is chairman, the House bill ap- 
plying the Dingley rates to importations into 
the United States from the Philippines, with 
an amendment agreed upon by the committee 
today providing for a reduction of 25 per cent 
of -the Dingley tariff rates in addition to a 
further reduction in amount edual to the 
export duty levied by the Philippines tariff. 

Mr. Lodge will make a speech in support 
ot this bill, which will be. the opening gun 
of the Philippines debate, and the Democrats 
will bring in a minority report recommending 
either a reduction of 50 per cent in the Ding- 
ley rates, or absolute free trade, on the 
ground that the Philippines have been de- 
clared by the Supreme Court to be territory 
of the United States.

The ice was known to be safe except where 
the company had been cutting, and Olson 
offered to drive his employer across the lake. 
A horse was hitched to a light spring ia 
and the trip was begun.

The night was cloudy and dark and Olson 
lost his bearings. To one side of the regu- 
lar path was a space where the ice had been 
cut a few. days before, and towards this 
point the horse was guided.

Thousands of people 
rushed from offices and dwellings into the | 
middle of the streets for safety and many 
knelt in prayer. Telegraph poles bent like

Duke of Manchester Settles with Amer- 
ican Actress Out of Gourt by Pay- 
ing Her $15,000,

LONDON, Jan. 16.—The action of Miss Por- 
tia Knight against the Duke of Manchester 
for breach of promise of marriage has been 
settled for $15,000, exclusive of $3,500 costs, 
and the money was paid to her today. 

Miss Knight objected to a settlement, pre- 
ferring revenge. Her solicitors, however, 
considering the Duke’s bankrupt condition, 
persuaded her to settle the case out of court. 
The case hinged on verbal promises. The 
Duke met Miss Knight soon after her ar- 
rival in London, and their friendship was 
ripened by Miss Knight’s serious illness 
in her Westminster flat, the result of a fall 
in the Hotel Cecil. The Duke, protesting 
*good intentions, insisted upon nursing her. 
He proved apt and assiduous. His nursing 
resulted in mutual affection, and the first 
promise of marriage was made. 

After her recovery Miss Knight entered a 
convent connected with the Brompton Ora- 
tory. The Duke followed her, and brought 
her out under promise of marriage, and en- 
gaged rooms for her at St. Ermin's Hotel 
as his fiancée. He then went to Paris, and 
the next thing she heard about him was that 
he had married Miss Zimmerman.

BAGH RESIGNS HIS POST 


BLOOMINGTON MAN WRITES SAR- 
CASTIC LETTER TO YATES. 


Attorney tor State Board of Architects, 
Who Expected Better Position, De- 
clines Pest and Gives His Reasons 


Thinks Members Should Have Been 


Consulted—Governor Speaks at Con- 
vention of County ‘OMcers in Dan- 
ville. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 16.—[{Special. ]—Will- 
jam R. Bach of Bloomington, attorney for 
the State Board of Architects, resigned his 
position today. In his letter to the Governor 
the attorney sarcastically intimates that his 
appointment was made without consultation 
with the members of the board and that he 
has no desire to embarrass the Governor's 


relations with that body by acting as its at- 


torney. 

Mr. Bach was one of the “ original Yates 
men in McLean County and supported him 
in the Bloomington primaries at the election. 
As he was a popular young man, having been 
twice elected City Attorney, he carried con- 
siderable weight politically and expected a 
good appointment. He wanted to be a mem- 
ber of the Pontiac Reformatory board, and, 
in the event that he could not get this place, 
he desired something equally. as good. The 
Governor, however, appointed him to be at- 
torney for the Board of Architects, a posi- 
tion which was made precarious and un- 
profitable by the recent decision of Attorney 
General Hamlin. 


Tells Why He Resigns. 

The letter of Mr. Bach, giving his reasons 
for resigning, follows: 

„After careful consideration of the matter 
I have decided. to ask you to withdraw my 
name gS attorney from the consideration of 
the State Board of Examiners of Architects 
of the State of Illinois, and for my reasons 
for this action assign the following: 

“ First—By reason of the fact that nine- 
tenths of the labor to be performed by the 
attorney of this board must be done in Cook 
County. To do the work in such manner 
as would satisfy the board and my own con- 
science would necessitate my removal to 
Chieago or the selection of some assistant 
in Cook County to do it for me and the pay- 
ment to him of nine-tenths of the fees of the 
office. This place of right belongs to a Cook 
County attorney, 

„ Second--The questioned legality of the 


appointment or selection by the board when 


made has thus far deterred me from acting 


as attorney for the board or receiving any | 


compensation whatever from State funds. 

“Third—The dislike that I have in em- 
barrassing you in your relation to this board, 
the members of which no doubt feel as if 
they should be consulted in the matter of the 
appointment, would make it. inipossible for 
me to act as their attorney.”

Genius, immature as yet, but genius none 
the less! No amount of talent, no amount 
of hard work can enable a person to master 
the violin as Jan Kubelik masters it. No 
amount of acquired ability, no amount of 
success can enable a player to hold a vast

and would charm as he charmed, must be 
the possessor of those transcendent gifts— 


what mankind, in the absence of a more 
exact term, calls genius. 

The genius that shines out through the 
playing of Jan Kubelik is not as yet the 
strong, fiercely burning flame whose fervor 
and brilliancy fire the hearts and sear the 
souls of men-—it is as yet merely a gently- 
glowing radiance whose soft light and clear, 
pure beauty charm and gladden, though 
they cannot warm. When this radiance will 
burst into flame, whether it ever will, is not 
at present the question—the light of ‘genius 


fulgence shine upon the world that it is but 
fitting that all should rejoice and pay it 
homage when it is discovered. 

_ Kubelik is sald to be 21 years of age. As 
he stands upon the stage he gives the im- 
pression of being not over 16 or 17. And the 
musical message he delivers is, so far as 
emotionality and intellectuality are con- 
cerned, the message of a boy of that age—a 
boy of fine, sensitive nature, and bright, 
clear mind, but still a boy. And yet, while 
lacking the emotionality that stirs and 
moves the heart, and the intellectuality that 
inspires and satisfies the mind, his playing, 
by virtue of some subtle, intangible quality, 
holds his auditors spell-bound, and leaves 
them delighted; and eager for more. It is 
this subtle quality, this power to charm 
even when marked emotionality and in- 
tellectuality are lacking, that justifies the 
declaration than Jan Kubelik possesses 
as yet,’ genius none 
the less. / 

. 

The Auditorium contained over 4 800 peo- 
ple, which means that every seat and much 
of the standing room were occupied. The red 
and white worn on lapel and on gown, and 
‘in evidence in every part of the house, 
showed that Kubelik's fellow-countrymen 
were out in force, and meant the occasion 
should be in the nature of a tribute to one 
whom they were proud to know belonged to 
their nation.

He does the most intricate and sur- 
prising feats with an ease and a certainty 
that tell not so much of long study and pains- 
taking preparation as of a natural aptitude 
and facility that came largely as a gift, and 
which practice and work have merely devel- 
oped and made perfect. There is nothing in 
the way of double-stopping, pizzicato effects, 
flageolet tones, and all the countless hard 
things of violin playing that Kubelik does 
mot accomplish with an ease that is almost 
ludicrous. The tone he wins from his Instru- 
ment is invariably clear, vital, and sweet, 
and frequently is of ravishingly beautiful 
quality. There were moments in every selec- 
tion he played last night when the listener 
revelled in the sensuous loveliness of the tone 
produced. In the matter of phrasing, shad- 
ing, and the employment of fine nuance 
Kubelik showed invariably good taste, artis- 
tic feeling, and musicianly understanding. 
— 


It was only on the emotional and broadly 
intellectual side of his work that he failed to 
satisfy, and yet, despite this fact, to hear 
him again is anticipated with pleasure. To 
discuss in detail] the items of his evening’s 
performance is scarcely necessary.

Detroit, Mieh., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—Every 
marine engineer on its list was today ordered 
— report on shipboard ready for work next 

onday morning by thé United States Steel 
corporation. This is about ten weeks before 
there is anything for the men to do, except 
draw their Pay. The move by the steel 
corporation in meeting the demands of the 
Marine Engineers’ union came as a surprise. 

It was ordered from headquarters in New 
York; then it became plain that many of the 
engineers who had signed contracts to work 
on the steel trust’s boats next season were 
beginning to weaken under the strong senti- 
ment which is being aroused by the union 
at all lake ports against the big corporation. 


Must Keep Contracts or Quit. 


“The men who break their contracts with 
us now,“ said Chief Engineer Hays, who is 
here attending the sessions of the Lake Car- 
riers’ association, wil never again enter 
the service of the United States Steel cor- 
poration. I think most of the men will report 
at their sh next Monday, ready to do what 
there is to be done. The pressure on them to 
stay away will, however, be strong. 

The other members of the union are tell- 

them that the engineers are going te 
Hate with the Dongshoremen's union, and 
that not a ton of freight will be unloaded 
from any boat with a non-union engineer 
on board. It is claimed that the steel cor- 
poration will get tired of having its boats 
tied up constantly by the strikes of the 
longshoremen, and in the end the men who 
stand by us now will be turned out. 

“I have Been authorized to enter in any 
reasonable assurances that the steel cor- 
poration will do.nothing of the sort. The 
men who stand by the steel corporation in 
times of labor troubles will never be turned 
out at the settlement of strikes.“ . 


Is a Costly Step for Trust. 


This war measure of the steel trust will be 
rather expensive, for it will keep 200 or 300 
idle, high-priced emptoyés on the pay rolls 
for eight or ten weeks. It will bea hardship, 
too, on the men in that they will be com- 
pelled to leave their homes in the middle of 
the winter and journey to the various lake 
ports where their ships are in winter quar- 
ters, and there remain in idleness, except 
where somebody can find a little patehwork 
to be done here and there on the ships. 


Lake Carriers Fear Trouble. 


All the managers of t tion com- 
panies attending the sessions here of the 
jake carriers are fearful of a general stop- 
page of lake traffic next spring by the 
threatened. strike of the marine engineers. 
The lead of the steel trust not to unionize 
the engine-rooms of ships belonging to the 
lake carriers will be generally followed. 
Concessions on wages will be made if that 
will bring peace, but vesselmen are firm 
against the adoption of union rules aboard 
ship. 

In the closing session of the lake carriers 
today Charles D. Kremer of Chicago urged 
that vesselmen assist in bringing into exist- 
Annee a sailors’ snug harbor for old sailors 
who are no longer able to work. Mr. Kremer 
told of an old Captain who once sailed a 
ship from the lakes to Europe and back, pass- 
ing his last years in a Canadian poorhouse. 


Memorials for Dead Members. 


Appropriate action, accompanied by testi!- 
monial speeches, was taken on-the death 
of J. S. Dunham of Chicago, W. E. Fitzgerald 
of Milwaukee, and David Carter of Detroit, 
all prominent members of the association 
who died during the year.

Seventy-five men, representing all the ves- 
sels engaged in the lumber carrying trade 
on the great ldkes, have been in session here 
all day trying to organize their interests 
into a combination or trust, which should 
control the traffic. 

It was given out late tonight, after com- 
mittees had worked continuously for six 
hours, that it seemed unlikely that a trust 
could be formed at the present time owing 
to the thability of vessel-owners to come 
to an agreement. Instead, it looks as if 
the Lumber Carriers’ Association would 
take up the fixing of minimum rates at 
which lumber is to be carried the coming 
season. These rates will be named tomor- 
row if the trust plan ultimately falls 
through. . 


WORK TRAIN FALLS THROUGH 
BRIDGE'AT INDIANAPOLIS. 


Dozen Men and Four Teams Dropped 
Into White River—All Men -Saved,

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 16.The center

BIG GAINS BY CHURCHES 


THEY ARE OUTDOING THE NATION 
IN POINT OF GROWTH. 


Total Membership of Over 28,000,000 
for All Denominations — Catholic 
Leads, with Methodist Episcopal See- 
ond—Increase the Last Year 2.67 Per 
Cent—Figures Given Out by H. K. 
Carroll, the Statistician — Mormon 
Church Shows a Loss. 


Me in the various religious de- 
nominations of the United States increased 


the population of the country. According 
to statistics given out yesterday by Dm H. 
K. Carroll, who had charge of the religious 
department of the census of 1890, the various 
churches now have a total membership of 
28,090,637 communicants out of a population 
of 77,000,000, 

The increase of church membership, ac- 
cording to Dr. Carroll, was 730,027, or 2.67 
per cent, the greatest growth the churches 
have known. This is exclusive of transient 
membership and does not include the foreign 
fields. The growth of the various denomi- 
nations ranges from 468,083 for the Roman 
Catholic church to 3,039 for the Baptist 
Church North. | 

Most of the growth in all denominations has 
come fromthe middle West, while the growth 
by immigration has not been as marked as 
in former years. There has been no diminu- 
tion of faith, as is shown in the Reformed 
Presbyterian Church in the United States 
and Canada. This sect, without a minister 
and with only a few members, continues as 


before.

Of the church growth during 1901 Dr. Car- 
roll finds that the Roman Catholic is far in 
the lead. He says, however, that the priests 
do not revise their figures every year, so that 
the Increase given represents in a large 
proportion of dioceses the growth of several 
years. The total membership of 9, 158,741 
is accepted as accurate, however. 

The Protestant Episcopal Church made the 
next largest increase for the year 1901, hav- 
ing a growth of 218 in the number of dio- 
ceses and of 31,841 in the total membership. 
As in former years, most of the new mem- 
bers came from other churches. 

: Disciples Make Big Gain. 

The Disciples of Christ, according to Dr. 
Carroll’s figures, have almost doubled since 
1890. Eleven years ago the church ranked 
eighth in the list, but now is placed sixth, with 
@ membership of 1,179,541, This growth has 
been almost entirely in the middle West and 
has been greater in the cities than in the 
country districts. 

Dr. Carroll says that there are twenty-two 
branches of Lutherans in the country, and 
that while the denomination grew, individual 
synods of the faith lost heavilly. The growth 
was in the independent and more progressive 
divisione, the Iowa synod alone increasing 
21,000 in membership. This denomination, 
which has always grown largely through im- 
migration, obtained its growth last year 
chiefly through hard work by its ministers in 
the country districts. 

As to the Mormons. 

Of the other leading sects, Dr. Carroll 
says none can show growths commensurate 
with the vast expenditures of time and 
energy. He made an attempt to gather the 
figures of the Mormons, and believes that 
there are over 300,000 of them in Utah and 
the adjoining States. Not even a close ap- 
proximation of the membership in the East 
can be obtained, but Dr. Carroll says the 
church has 1,400 missionaries throughout 
the country, and believed that these con- 
verted over 60,000 last year. | 
| While the filling off of the smaller bodies

A commission 
has been ap ted and directed to proceed 
to Chicago, investigate the needs of the 
service, and not overiook anything necessary 
to facilitate the delivery of the mails in the 
city. 

This commission, which is clothed with 
tull n of George W. Beavers, 
Superintendent of the Salary and Allowance 
Division; John M. Masten, Chief Clerk to the 
First Assistant Postmaster General; Guy T. 
Gould, Assistant Superintendent of the Sal- 
ary and Allowance division; and John W. 
Erwin, Assistant Superintendent of the free 
delivery system. The co ssion will leave 
for Chicago in a few days, and as an evidence 
that the work assigned to it will be thor- 
oughly performed, they will remain in that 
city from. four to six weeks, during which 
time they will devote their attention to de- 
vising ways and means for the improvement 
of the service. 

Mr. Beavers is chairman of the commis- 
sion and Will accompany it to Chicago. He 
will remain there a week or ten days, will 
then return to Washington, and while the 
commission is in. Chicago will make several 
visits to that city, in order to keep in touch 
withthe work. 

These improvements will be made at the 
suggestion of Postmaster Coyne,. who has

Weed to them. Mr. Beavers, who is Su- 
petintendent of the Salaries and Allowance 
division, has direct charge of the fund from 
which disbursements are made for the post- 
Offices of the country. He has made sev- 
efal visits to Chicago, and is well acquaint- 
ed with the conditions existing there and of 
thé necessity for improvements. 

Mr. Erwin is an expert of the free delivery 
system, and his attention will be devoted to 
improving the carrier service. Mr. Masten 
has a general knowledge of the postal sys- 
tem of the country, having been stationed 
in New York a long time, and Guy T. Gould 
isparticularly well acquainted with the needs 
of Chicago, as he was employed in that office 
for a number of years. 1 


When the commission completes its labors 
it will undoubtedly recommend a large in- 
crease in the allow- 


ice, increasing the 
clerical force in the office, establishing a 
numder of substations and branch postof- 
flees, improving the wagon service, money

Robbers Capture Engine Near Fort

Fort Smith, Ark., Jan. 16.—The south-bound 
Kansas City Southern passenger train was 
held up last night at 11 o’clock half a mile 
north of Spiro, I. T., by seven masked men. 
The express and mail car were entered. The 
local safe in express car was opened.

Serious objections 
were raised to the transfer to the proposed 
department of several important bureaus 
now a part of other departments of the 
government. 

When the bill to establish the Depart- 
ment of Commerce was called Mr. Lodge 
offered an amendment to section 11 of the 
bill providing that the Secretary of State 
should designate an official in his depart- 
ment to furnish instructions to consular of- 
ficers supplied by the Secretary of Com- 
merce and to prepare the dispatches of the 
consular officers for transmission 60 the 
Secretary of Commerce. > 


Department Too Ambitious. 


The amendment aroused considerable com- 
ment, all of it being favorable to Mr. Lodge’s 
proposition. 

Mr. Hale sharply criticised the bill. He 
_gaid-the measure so suddenly flashed upon 
the Senate created the largest department 
in the government. It did not begin in a 
modest way, but ransacked every depart- 
ment of the government for important bu- 
reaus, to dump into this new department.

‘AWARDED $60 FOR 139 
~ WORK BUILDING A CHURCH. 


Downer’ s Grove Citizen Secures a Ver- 
dict for That Amount After Case Had 


Church bullding has not proved remunera- 
tive to W. W. Alford of Downer's Grove, III., 
for yesterday he was awarded but $60 by a 
jury in Judge Batten's court for 139 days 
he spent in 1898 superintending the erection 
of St. Andrew's Chapel in that suburb. 

Alford was a member of the committee 
raising funds for the new church. Having 
retired from business, he agreed to give his 
time in lieu of cash. So much time did the 
church take that he had to hire men to paint 
his house, do carpenter work on it, and im- 
prove it generally. It cost Alford $60 to do 
this, and he thought the church should 
make good his loss. The money was prom- 
ised him, but after waiting several months 
without seeing the cash, he put the case in 
the hands of lawyers at Aurora. 

They handed in a bill for 130 days of work 
at $3.50 a day, which the church refused to 
pay. Suit was brought against W. F. Wa- 
ples, chairman of the committee, and Bishop 
W. E. McLaren, as head of the church. In 
a trial at Wheaton Alford secured a ver- 
dictifor $372, but the case was appealed and 
remanded for a new hearing. The Bishop 
was then dropped out as a defendant, and 
the action continued against Waples alone. 
The case came up before Judge Batten on 
Tuesday, with the result mentioned. Both 
sides are satisfied, and no appeal will be 
taken. 


SIDEWALK LEASE HELD VOID. 


Appellate Court Decides That Such Con- 
tract Violates Ordinance and Rent 
Cannot Be Recovered. 


When Julius Grusse leased a sidewalk at 
South Water and Clark streets to August 
Heineck to carry on a business he violated a 
city ordinance, according to a decision by 
the Appellate Court yesterday.

The marriage Captain Henry Womb- 
‘well, brother of Sir George Wombwell, to 
the Hon, Myrtle Mostyn, sister of Lord 
Vaux of Harrowden, diminshes the prospects 
of the succession of his nephew, Frederick 
Adolphus Wombwell, now in this country, 
to the Baronetcy to the estate. It is true 
that Captain Wombwell is no longer in the 
first blush of youth. But still at the same 
time he is quite likely to furnish an heir to 
his elder brother's property, and to thus cut 
out his nephew. 

The Wombwell lly is one of the oldest 
in Yorkshire, and at the same time one of 
the most interesting. For not only has it 
owned land in the county ever since the reign 
of King Stephen, but it likewise claims to 


enjoy the custody of the remains of Oliver 


Cromwell at Newburgh Priory. It may be 
remembered that after the restoration King 
Charles II. revenged himself upon Oliver 
Cromwell by exhuming his body and sending 
it to Tyburn to be hanged. 

Cromwell's daughter, Lady Fauconburg, 
whose husband at that. time owned New- 
burgh Priory, is asserted by means of brib- 
ing the guards to have substituted another 
corpse for that of her father, and to have 
secured possession of the latter's remains, 
which she conveyed to the Priory. At any 
rate, at the top of Newburgh Priory, at the 
end of a small chamber, there is a great 
mass of stone built in the wall, with an in- 
scription setting forth that the great Pro- 
tector’s body li behind it. Sir George 
Wombwell’s grandfather married Lady Ann 
Bellasyn, the daughter and heiress of the 
last Lord Faucomberg, and thus brought 
both Newburgh Priory and the lands con- 
nected therewith into the Wombwell family. 


Sir George, the present chief of the House, 
has lost his two gons in south Africa since 
the beginning of the war, and by the super- 
stitious this double bereavement is regarded 
as due to the curse which is supposed to 
blight the families of all those who hold 
abbey and monastic lande—that is to say. 
lands which formerly belonged to the church 
and which were wrested from the latter at 
the time of the reformation. Sir George 
himself ts an old soldier, and took part in 
the famous charge of the Light Brigade at 
Balakiava in the Crimean war, a feat of 
arms which forms the theme of some of 
Tennyson's finest verse. 
The charge of the Light Brigade was not 
the only ocedsion on which Sir George riskcd 
his life. For he formed one of the party 
of the York and Ainsty Hunt, who were 
precipitated into the River Ouse through 
the capsizing of the ferryboat. Sir Charles 
Slingsby, who was the master, and a num- 
ber of the other members of the hunt were 
drowned. But Sir George Wombwell, who 
curiously enough was the only member of 
the party who could not swim, managed to 
escape by clinging to the bottom of the up- 
turned boat. Sir George is married to Lady 
Julia Viniers, sister of the Earl of Jersey, 
and on her mother’s side a granddaughter 
of the great Sir Robert Peel. 


Sir George is an intimate friend of the old 
Duke of Cambridge, whose annual visit to 
Newburgh Priory, has been for more than 
a quarter of a century one of the regular ia- 
stitutions in the existence of the aged Duke. 
Sir George has three daughters. His sons, as 
I have stated above, are dead, and his 
brother, who is now next heir to his posses- 
sions, and to his Baronetcy, is at present 
secretary of Boodles club and was formerly 
proprietor of one of the leading theaters at 
Liverpool. I may add that the young 
Countess of Carnarvon is not the daughter of 
Sir George, but his niece, being the only 
sister of Fred Wombwell, now in this coun- 
try. 


Young King Alfonso of Spain, although a 
full-fledged King, nevertheless holds the 
position of Gentleman-in-Waiting and prin- 
cipal Chamberlain to the virgin of the 
Atocha at Madrid. This statue of the virgin 
is one of the most famous in Europe, and has 
its own court, royal household, and attend- 
ants. The Queen Regent of Spain is its first 
Lady-in-Waiting, and, as according to cus- 
tom since time immemorial, the Queens of 
Spain present their wedding dresses to the 
virgin of Atocha, ite wardrobe is as mag- 
nificent as it is extensive. It is covered ith 
jewels, nearly all of them gifts of members 
of the reigning house of Spain during the 
last two or three centuries, one of the most 
interesting jewels being an opal ring, which 
the Queen Regent presented to the Virgin 
of the Atocha after its having in the eves cf 
the superstitious brought misfortune and 
sudden death upon a number of members „f 
the reigning house, to whom it had in turn 
belonged. 

Princess Clara of Bavaria, niece of the 
Prince Regent of Bavaria and daughter of 
the late Prince Adelbert and of the latter’s 
Spanish wife, the eccentric Infanta Amelia 
of Bourbon, is likely ere long to become the 
wife of the richest man.of Bavaria, Baron 
Cramer Klett, who is the principal iron 
master of the kingdom, but whose father 
was a self-made man of the most humbie

Until now the Baron has been like his 
father before him, a Protestant, in spite of 
which, his pretensions to the hand of the 26- 
ye d Princess are supported by the 
clergy, the monastic orders, and, in fact, the 
entire ultramontane element of Bavaria.

century, but which is the oldest monastic 
bullding in all southern. Germany, certain

Benedictine Order cost the Baron near a 
million marks, and it is the third or fourth 
presem of the kind that he has made to 
the religious orders. His conversion to the

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GIVE CUTICLE TO SAVE FRIEND. 


Fifteen Young Women Volunteer to As- 
sist in Skin Grafting Operation 
to Prevent Scars. 


Fitteen young women yesterday 
themselves to the surgeon's knife that their 
friend. Miss Helen Peck, who resides at 495 
Bowen avenue, might go through life without 
a disfigured face. Miss Peck lies at the Post- 
Graduate Hospital, Twenty-fourth and Dear- 
porn street, suffering from burns which she 
reqeived some time ago in a gasoline ex- 
pidkion. Her arms, shoulders, and face were 
badly burned and skin grafting was deter- 
mined upon by her physiciaris to remove the 
scars. 

Yesterday morning the first operation was 
performed. Fifteen girl friends of the young 
woman appeared at the hospital along with 
‘as many more outsiders who came in re- 
sponse to an advertisement. Only the friends 
were selected by the physicians, and from 
them enough skin was removed in strips 
ranging fram one to four inches in length to 
cover the affected surface of the young 
woman's face. The girls who offered them- 
selves to the physicians ranged in age from 
15 to 2% years. 

The operation was remarkable because of 
the large area covered by the burns. The 
‘grafting was performed in the hospital oper- 
ating-room under the direction of Dr. D. 
Hecht, and over an hour was consumed in 
placing the strips of skin on the face of the 
patient. As soon as the success of yester- 
days operation can be determined the graft- 
ing process will be employed to cover the 
burned surface on Miss Peck’s neck, arms, 


and hands.

The persons who live after their death are 
generally those who celebrate themselves. 
They are the great egotists, he proclaimers, 
those who make an outcry, who disturb 
heaven with their sorrows, and who stand 
amazed at the mystery of their own lives. 
Such a person was Mile. de Lespinasse. the 
friend of D’Alembert, Marmontel, De Gui- 
bert, Turgot, the Chevalier de Chastellux, 
Boisgelin, Archbishop of Aix, Lomente de 
Breenne—in brief, the most brilliant minds 
in the Paris of the latter quarter of the 
seventeenth century. Mile. de Lespinasse 
was the natural daughter of the Comtesse 
d’Albon, and she was born with a fatal com- 
bination of passion, pride, intellect, mis- 
fortune, and melancholy. Pecullar circum- 
stances forced her adrift upon the world, 
but not until her remarkable conversational 
powers had attracted the attention of the 
men of intellect who were the center of in- 
terest in Paris. These gentlemen set 
Mile. ge Lespinasse up in her own salon, and 
maintained her there for the sake of her con- 
versation, which they enjoyed daily from 
5 till 6. At her salon they formulated 
their own ideas, confirmed themselves in 
their policies, decided upon the senario of 
the coming play, outlined memoirs, or de- 
bated about the last picture. To the last 
of her not brief life Mile. de Lespinasse 
justified their admiratioh, and dealt them 
out witticisms, wisdom, mockery, podtry, or 
politics as they desired. 

But it is not as the leader of a salon that 
she is exhibited te the world in the book 
which Miss Wormeley has Englished.

Her letters to M. de Guibert, ex- 
tending over a period of several years, and 
ehding only with her life, form the greater 
part of the book, which is completed by 
the eulogies written upon her after her 
and certain ¢etters exchanged be- 
tween personages of the greatest importance 
upon the subject of her death and the loss 
suffered by her friends in her taking off, 

Sweeter and more delicate love letters 
have been written and published, beyond 
question, but for ardor, agony, brilllancy, 
and the excess and ecstasy of self-tormenting 
love none excel these epistles, which were, 
oddly enough, first published by the widow 
of the man to whom they were addressed— 
which shows a devotion to literature pecu- 
Marly French. / 

Incidentally, the letters reproduce’ a 
stately, pretentious, self-conscious age. 
Elegant society, elegant conversation, ele- 
gant costumes, are set before one charming- 
ly. Not a little sincerity there seems to have 
been, too, among these imposing personages, 
as, for example, when D’Alembert served 
Mile. Lespinasse with unrewarded devotion 
for fifteen years, and, having known her 
intimately day by day, been the confident 
of her sorrows and. loves for other men, 
lived to praise her after her death with un- 
stinted praise and heartfelt grief. The letters 
reveal with the most unrestrained self-con- 
fession the complex and impassioned char- 
acter of the writer, and also the egotistical, 
brilliant, irresponsible, impulsive, charming, 
and dangerous character of the man for love 
of whom she died. For she was, apparently, 
burned up in the fire of her love. “I have 
received your letter,“ a few hours before 
her death she wrote to M. de Guibert, the 
man she loved. “I received your letter at 
I o’clock; I had a burning fever. I can- 
not tell you the time it took and the difi- 
culty I had to read it. I would not put it 
off. until today, and the effort threw me al- 
most into delirium. I. expect more news 
from you tonight. Adieu, mon ami. If I 
ever returned to life I would again employ 


— — 


it in loving you—but there is now no time.” 


Melancholy and courageous words! For 
she knew she had blundered in loving a man 
who was not her equal in intellect, soul, or 
age. But she stood loyal to her mistake and 
to her destiny. A large part of the world 
will never understand these excesses of the 
heart. To many life is a commonplace and 
conventional comedy. Their temperate im- 
aginations, their good sense, will not per- 
mit them to understand the frenzies of em- 
phasized and extreme beings—men and wom- 
en whose thought is never prose, whose ac- 
tions are seldom moderated, and whose 
aspirations lead them to climb the highest 
emotional peaks, These Ks are, no doubt, 
hidden from the sight of the safe and sane 
ones down in the valley, and it is therefore 
not strange that they are incredulous about 
their existence, or, believing in their ex- 
istence, disapprove of them as unfit for 
human habitation.

Gets Temporary Injunction 
Estopping Council in 
the Gas Fight. 


TALKS OF POLITICAL PLOT 


Levy Mayer, for the Petitioners, 
Blames the Mayor and His 
Friends. 


DENIES SALE TO PEOPLE'S. 


In the United States Circuit Court yester- 
day afternoon the Ogden Gas company won 
temporary victory in its legal battle on 
the City Councils recent declaration of the 
forfeiture of its property for alleged viola- 
tion of franchise agreements. After two 
hours of argument Judge Grosscup, sitting 
in chambers, tssued a temporary injunction 


restraining the city from interfering in any 


Way with the company’s property or its 
dusiness. 

The argument was heated while it lasted. 
Mayor Harrison and his political family 
were accused of being behind the forfeiture 
ordinance of Jan. 6, which, by the court’s 
action, is now mullified temporarily. The 
Mayor was charged with “political in- 
trigue,”’ and his course was defined as mu- 
nicipal brigandage’’ by Attorney Levy 
Mayer, who represented the petitioner—the 


Farmers Loan and Trust company of New 


York, which bolds the trust deed for the 
$6,000,000 worth of the company’s bonds, 
obligations which the ctiy alleges are void. 
“It would necessitate the use of strong 
language to fitly characterize the high- 
handed methods pursued by the city admin- 
istration,” asserted Mr. Mayer at one point. 
Possibly I would be justified in ascribing 
the conduct of the Mayor andother city offi- 
cials to a combination of communism and 
political intrigue. I can find ho excuse or 
justification for this or any other city ad- 
ministration, venting its spleen against real 
or pretended political antagonists by reck- 
le ing the interests of the inno- 
cent holders of $6,000,000 worth of bonds. 


City’s Lawyer Invites Rebuke. 


At this point Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Schofield, who represented the city, made 
an answer which Judge Grossoup. insisted 
would “better be made in the adjoining 
room.“ 

* Even if an injunction should be issued,“ 
asserted Mr. Schofleid, I might be inclined 
to advise the Commissioner of Public Works 
and the city to pay no atention to it.” 

“You would better not advise that,“ re- 
torted the Judge. ‘I intend that any order 


of this court shall be obeyed. And it the gen- 


tlemen of the city government are not dis- 
posed to obey it they will find themselves ina 
place where they cannot interfere with this 
court.“ 

Mr. Mayer made the first move in the fight 
early in the afternoon when the Corporation 
Counsel received word that a petition for 
temporary injuction would be entered before 
Judge Grosscup. Within two hours the 


arguments were om Mr. Schofield did not 


strongly oppose Mr. Mayer’s motion. He 
renewed the city’s contention that the fed- 
eral courts have no jurisdiction in the case at 
issue, and held that the cause should be 
remanded to the State courts for hearing. 
A litle more than an hour later and the tem- 
porary injunctign was tssued. This order 
is to remaim im force at least until Judge 
Kohieaat of the United States District Court 
has time to listen to arguments in the case. 
It was Judge Grosscup’s suggestion that this 


course be taken. 


Terms of the Injunction. 
The injunctional order restrains the City 
of Chicago and all its officers, agents, and 
employes from taking possession or at- 


. tempting to take possession or asserting the 
right of possession to or over all or any part 


of the plant, property, machinery, tools, ap- 
plances, mains, pipes, and other property of 
every name, nature, and description of the 
Ogden Gas company.“ 

It enjoins the city from refusing on proper 
application to grant this company permits to 


‘Open streets for the extension of its mains 


or making repairs; from proclaiming that 
the $6,000,000 worth of bonds secured by the 
trust deed to the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company are not valid, and that they con- 
stitute no lien on the property of the Ogden 
Gas company, and from interfering in any 
way with the Ogden company’s property 
or business. 

The trust company’s petition was basedion 
an affidavit signed by Roger Sullivan, sec- 


_ retary and treasurer of the Ogden company 
and political opponent of Mayor Harrison. 


Charges that the company had sold tts 
property to the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company in violation of the terms of the 
ordimance, which holds that it shall not sel! 
during the life of the franchise which ex- 
pires on March 4, 1948, were denied. It was 
on this point that the city based its forfeft- 
ure proceedings. 

It was 4dmitted, however that the com- 
pany had contracted to sell its property to 


‘the company mentioned on March 5, 1945, 


or one day after the expiration of its fran- 


chise. 

It was held that by passing the forfeiture 
ordinance of Jan. 6 last the City was 
attempting to forestall the courts and act 
as its own tribunal) in disposing of the case. 


| Attorneys Discuss the Case. 

It is refreshing to realize that the courts 
stand betweem municipal brigandage and 
property rights,“ said Mr. Mayer last night. 

“We offered no resistance to this tem- 
porary injunction,” said Corporation Coun- 
sel Walker. The city has lost of its 
rights. We insist that the matter is one that 
falls within the jurisdiction of the State 
courts. We shall argue the case to 
end.“ %

| GORMAN THE LESSER EVIL 


BALTIMORE AMERICAN RESIGNED 
TO HIS SELECTION. 
Granting a Democrat Was Sure of Be- 
ing Returned to the Senate, It Thinks 
He Is the Best the State Can Offer— 
Anybody Considered a Vast Improve- 
ment Over Wellington, Who Has 
Been a “ Monstrous Success in Mis- 

representing Maryland.” |

Arthur P. Gorman, who served eighteen 
years in the Senate of the United States as 
a member from Maryland, will upon March 
4, 1908, succeed to the seat in that body now 
occupied by George L. Wellington. This is 
assured by the action of a majority of the 
members of the General Assembly. 

The American has never agreed with Mr. 
Gorman upon questions of politics. During 
the whole of his public career he has stood 
upon one side of the line which divided our 
electorate into parties and we upon theother 
side. Had the American had the deciding 
vote in yesterday's election, the General 
Assembly would not have voted to return 


Democrats controlled the situation, and since 
their choice had to be a Democrat, we know 
of no man whose selection could presage as 
much material benefit to the State as does 
that of Mr. Gorman. 

There are thoge, in his own party and out 
of it, who will not concur in this opinion. 
The American does not forget the charges 
which have been piled up against him. No- 
body deplores more than do we the effect 
which his relentless grasp upon the Demo- 
cratic machine has had upon the public and 
political fortunes of the State.

CONGRESS OWES CHICAGO HELP 


Reasons Why City Which Has Spent 
$35,000,000 for Drainage Should 
Be Considered. 

[From the Peoria Herald-Transcript.] 
We hope that while Congress is making 
an effort to reduce the surplus in the Treas- 
ury the request of Chicago and the people of 
the Illinois valley that an appropriation for 
improvements on the Chicago River and for 


the drainage canal to the mouth of the Ini- 
nois be not overlooked. 

Chicago certainly deserves assistance in 
her efforts to make the Chicago River deeper 
and wider and for the construction of turn- 
ing basins. The War department steps in 
and decides how much water shall be per- 
mitted to go through the canal. The canal 
is necessary for the health and safety of 
the City of Chicago, and yet Congress 
shows a good deal of reluctance to giving 
any assistance whatever. Chicago has spent 
$35,000,000 in constructing the drainage 
canal. A large proportion of this expendi- 
ture was made necessary by the demands of 
the people that whatever work was done on 
the canal must be done with the purpose 
of one day making the ditch a part of a great 
deep waterway from the lakes to the gulf. 
Chicago has performed her part of that con- 
tract and performied it well. 6 

All that is now necessary is to improve the 
river and build new bridges, but this will 
probably cost the city $10,000,000 or $11,000,- 
000 more. Chicago is willing to expend this 
sum, but there are some things that the city 
is not prepared to do and should not be asked 
to do, and one of these is the construction 
of turning basins. If these necessary ad- 
juncts to navigation of the Chicago River 
were constructed the War department would 
immediately take controb ot them, therefore 
it is only fair since the improvement would 
be a direct benefit not to the people of Chi- 
cago alone but to every vessel that makes 
the port of Chicago, it is only just that the 
cost of constructing them should be borne by 


the whole people. 

Chicago has already paid $35,000,000 for 
her drainage ditch and is ready to spend 
$10,000,000 more, and it would certainly 
seem that Congress could afford to appro- 
priate the paltry sum of $300,000 for improv- 
ing the navigation of the Chicago River, be- 
sides the sum of $200,000 that is being asked 
for the survey of the Itinois River valley. 

The work of making a deep waterway from 
the lakes to the guif te one of the most im- 
portant projects that ts before the American 
people today, not even excepting the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal, and it is 
probable that only for the jealousy of the 
large Eastern cities and the bitter opposition 
of the railroad interests the money would 
be secured without a dissenting vote,

transportation, 525x1,000; agriculture, T00x 
2,000. /

The plant is to be 
10,677 horse-power, and will be the biggest 
plant ever put into an exposition.
